41st City Council Takes Oaths, 


Seats at Charter Meeting Nov. 





The purpose of the Charter 
Meeting of the Greenbelt City 
Council, required every two years 
following the city council elec- 
tion, 1s to swear in the newly 
elected council and for the coun- 
cil to elect one of its members 
as mayor. The process follows 
a well-established script dating 
back beyond the memories of 
just about all current residents. 
Since the newly elected council 
was the previously elected coun- 
cil and all have served together 
for six years and most have been 
on council even more years, you 
would think they would get it 
right. And for the most part they 
did. But when it came to taking 
the oath, most members stumbled 
one way or another. 

The taking of the oath cer-

emony requires the former mayor, 
Emmett Jordan (not yet chosen 
to be mayor once more), to ad- 
minister the oath with the oth- 
ers repeating the words he says. 
First there was the false start 
that began with the members re- 
peating “I (state your name), do 
hereby .. .” Only Judith Davis 
remembered to give her name. 
Then, after City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin asked Jordan to use 
a different microphone, the cer- 
emony proceeded more success- 
fully the second time. 

But some members still had 
difficulty in repeating the words 
former Mayor Jordan adminis- 
tered. With their informal re- 
marks picked up on open mi- 
crophones, one commented that 
councilmembers should really

memorize the oath in advance. 
Another complained about the 
difficulty in reciting the word 
particularity (administer the office 
without particularity or prejudice) 
and felt that it should be two 
words. 
Temporary Chair 

Then there was the selection 
of a temporary chair to con- 
duct the meeting. Silke Pope 
promptly nominated the longest- 
tenured member, Edward Putens, 
but for a long moment there was 
no second. Then the dawn came 
and several members at once 
seconded. Following a vote in 
which Putens expressed thoughts 
about dissenting, Jordan handed 
Putens the gavel.

Draft FBI Environmental Study 
Released; Greenbelt Fares Well 


The General Services Ad- 
ministration (GSA) has released 
the draft Environmental Impact 
Study (EIS) analyzing the three 
proposed sites for the new Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation (FBI) 
headquarters. It is posted on line 
at gsa.gov/portal/content/192223. 
The Greenbelt Planning Depart- 
ment is reviewing the docu- 
ment and City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin has announced that 
the matter will most likely be 
placed on the agenda for discus- 
sion by the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil at the December 14 regular 
meeting. 

In a cursory review of the 
document, Garth E. Beall, legal 
manager for developers A.H. 
Smith Greenbelt Management, 
LLC and Renard Development 
Company, LLC, relayed to the 
city that the draft study found 
the Greenbelt Metro Station site 
would have the least impact on 
area roads, require the fewest 
parking spaces for the facility 
and offered the best mass transit 
of the three sites under consider- 
ation. Only Greenbelt would not 
require shuttle bus service to the 
planned facility. If the project 
is included in the President’s 
December budget and funds are 
appropriated, a bid for construc- 
tion of the new facility could be 
awarded as early as November 
2016. 

Draft EIS 

Beall reported that “the draft 
EIS projects FBI peak hour ve- 
hicle trips at 1,100 in the a.m. 
and 1,015 in the p.m.,” approxi- 
mately half of the peak hour trips 
that the developers had modeled 
in its traffic study. “Total traf- 
fic for the FBI and the mixed

use development is projected by 
GSA to be 1,785 a.m. trips and 
1,816 p.m. trips. The Landover 
site (the former Landover Mall 
at Landover Road and the Capi- 
tal Beltway) is projected to have 
2,196 a.m. trips and 2,030 p.m. 
trips,” Beall said. He concluded 
that “Landover (without having 
1.6 million square feet of mixed 
use development as is proposed 
for Greenbelt) generates 23 per- 
cent more traffic in the morning 
and 12 percent more traffic in the 
evening.” 

“Total FBI parking, includ- 
ing visitors, at Greenbelt will be 
3,735. At Landover, the number 
is 7,623 (more than double),” 
Beall reported. 

Beall also quoted the draft EIS 
as stating that the “fence line ex- 
cludes Indian Creek stream chan- 
nels and wetlands, and facility 
development excludes wetlands 
and floodplains. The entire ri- 
parian area would be preserved 
as a security easement.” This 
aspect is of interest to the city as 
it wishes to provide a pedestrian 
pathway from the Franklin Park 
apartments and Greenbelt Station 
to the Metro station development 
through the Indian Creek wood- 
land area. 

In an earlier October 18 mem- 
orandum to the city released by 
the city at the same time as his 
latest, Beall reported that instead 
of a lease, GSA was seeking 
an appropriation for the project 
for inclusion in the President’s 
December budget and, although 
“challenges existed,” this was 
thought to be the best procedure 
to follow. “It seems that GSA 
now has a clear plan to move 
forward and strong support to do 





so. I was pretty concerned that 
the solicitation could become 
mired in government red tape. 
GSA’s actions alleviate those 
concerns at least for now,” Beall 
told the city. 

Schedule 

Beall also informed the city 
of the latest schedule set forth 
by GSA for the project. Already 
completed in this schedule was 
the October 14 notification to 
the Phase 1 request for proposal 
(RFP) bidders as to which pro- 
posals were successful and still 
under consideration and which 
bidders had been excluded. Beall 
said there were two bidders ex- 
cluded at that time. Also com- 
pleted this month was the draft 
EIS. 

Next month GSA is to issue 
Phase 2 RFPs to be sent to the 
Phase 1 successful bidders. The 
initial responses from those bid- 
ders will be due back in May 
2016, with final responses due 
in September 2016. GSA is to 
publish its final EIS in October 
2016. If funds become available, 
a contract will be awarded in No- 
vember 2016.

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GHI’s Fee-deferral Program 


Is Approved for Low-income

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
(GHI) board voted to establish a 
fee-deferral program for members 
of the co-op at the last meeting 
held on November 5. 

The program allows deferral 
of the monthly co-op payment for 
the cost of crawl space work dur- 
ing the Homes Improvement Pro- 
gram, according to a document 
provided by GHI at the meeting. 

The program would benefit 
low-income co-op members, as 
the income requirement for eli- 
gibility does not exceed a gross 
income of $24,000. 

Discussion of the fee-deferral 
program has been ongoing since 
August, according to a manager’s 
memorandum prepared by Eldon 
Ralph, the general manager of 
GHI. 

A motion to approve the fee- 
deferral program failed at the 
board meeting held on October 
15 to a 3 to 3 vote. 

The motion failed because 
some board members, including 
Vice President Susan Ready, did 
not agree on a specific detail of 
the fee-deferral policy: interest 
rate. The policy stated that mem- 
bers would be charged an interest 
rate equal to 1 percent over the 
average rate earned from GHI’s 
investment in corporate bonds. 

Since the October 15 meeting, 
a fee-deferral program task force 
was formed and its members 
suggested changes to the policy, 
which were presented in a revised 
draft at the November 5 meeting. 

This revision replaced the 1 
percent interest rate with a $100 
origination fee. 

A member is responsible for 
paying the origination fee if they 
qualify for deferral, but can opt 
to include the $100 in the month- 
ly amount deferred. 


Ready moved to amend the 
$100 origination fee and change 
it to $69. 

Bill Jones, a member of the 
board, insisted that, “$100 is as 
low as the origination fee can 
get.” 

Ready said, “We need to get 
this passed, but we got to get it 
passed the right way.” 

President Steve Skolnik agreed 
with Ready and said, “The board 
doesn’t want anyone to not be 
able to stay in their home be- 
cause of the fee.” 

Ready’s motion failed by a 
vote of 4 to 4. 

The fee-deferral policy was 
passed in its revised form, with 
no changes to the origination 
fee amount, by a vote of 5 to 
3. Co-op member Philip Payette 
weighed in on the approved mo- 
tion. 

“T am not in favor of it,” 
Payette. 

“There’s a possibility of 
[members] getting evicted from 
their unit and it just leaves a bad 
taste in my mouth. They [GHI] 
would be profiting from people’s 
loss,” said Payette. 

Members must apply by Janu- 
ary 31, 2016, to be considered 
for the fee-deferral program.

The reelection of Jordan was 
pro forma. Traditionally, in a 
display of unity and harmony, the 
second highest vote-getter nomi- 
nates the highest, who once again 
was Jordan and Davis performed 
this task graciously. Upon be- 
ing unanimously reelected, Jor- 
dan made his way from the dais 
to the floor to take his oath as 
mayor. Putens announced that he 
was not going to hand over the 
gavel to the new mayor just yet.

In Greenbelt, MD 
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Co-op Explains Year’s Loss; 
Expects to Rebound in 2016 


by Amy Hansen 


The Greenbelt Co-op Super- 
market and Pharmacy lost about 
$140,000 last year but so far 
this year the store is running in 
the black, Manager Bob Davis 
reported at the Co-op’s annual 
meeting on November 7. 

Speaking to a crowd of about 
100 people, Davis explained that 
the Co-op’s biggest issue was 
their supplier, Associated Whole- 
salers Inc., which filed for bank- 
ruptcy without warning last year 
and forced the grocery store man- 
agement to start searching for an- 
other supplier. Vetting a supplier 
takes time, Davis said, but food 
still has to come into the store. 
For about five months, the Co-op 
used short-term contracts, which 
meant they were paying 
more for the supplies, but 
keeping their options open. 
“During that time we made 
a decision to not raise the 
prices,” Davis said. 

At the beginning of Jan- 
uary, the Co-op signed a |. 
five-year agreement with a 
new contractor, C&S, and 
have been pleased with the 
increased variety of food 
and programming avail- 
able. 





will make up the loss before the 
end of this fiscal year. Board 
Chairperson Barbara Ford said 
the board was appreciative of 
Davis’ performance over the last 
year. “We have a true gladiator,” 
She said. “We are impressed 
with how he used his 32 years of 
experience to navigate this dif- 
ficult year.” 

In other news, patrons con- 
cerned about a sustainable future 
presented a letter challenging the 
Co-op to divest from such things 
as plastic clamshell containers. 
Davis said he had received the 
letter two days earlier and had 
contacted his supplier to talk 
about alternatives to the items 


listed.

Whipsmart dialogue delivered 
with spot-on timing by four ac- 
complished actors makes for a 
rich theater experience at Green- 
belt Arts Center, where Any 
Given Monday is playing. 

This very knowing, edgy, 
dark comedy explores issues of 
racial injustice, economic in- 
equality, Jewish identity, Catholic 
idiosyncrasies, marital infidelity, 
philosophical reasoning and the 
superiority of the Philadelphia 
Eagles over the New York Gi- 
ants and Dallas Cowboys. (The 
Washington Redskins aren’t even 
mentioned. ) 

At its heart, though, lies the 
question, “When is murder ex- 
cusable?” 

The central character, Lenny 
— a very decent, recently cuck- 
olded schoolteacher and quasi- 
schlemiel — licks his wounds 
watching Monday Night Football 
and reruns of his favorite movie, 
To Kill A Mockingbird, while 
stuffing his face with pizza. 

His good buddy Mickey joins 
him, urges him to man up, never 
forgive his philandering wife, 
Risa, and get a life of his own. 

Lenny’s daughter Sarah urges 
her dad to assert himself in vari- 
ous ways, stop being a doormat 
and let her mom come back 
home. 

Narcissistic Risa returns and 
is shocked to find a bold new 
Lenny as master of his man 
cave. 

This skeletal plot is deli- 
ciously complicated by Mickey’s 
stunning revelation that he has 
murdered Frank, Risa’s (unseen) 
Lothario, as a favor for Lenny! 

All four actors really shine. 

Mike Larson as Mickey, the 
street-smart, visceral, racist, 
Irish-American subway worker is

menacing and hilarious. Always 
fiercely politically incorrect, he 
asserts that, “America is the 
only country in the world that 
has fat homeless people.” And 
of Lenny’s way too genteel ci- 
vility, he says, “You’re the only 
guy I know who steps out of the 
shower to take a pee.” 

His obtuse confidence that the 
end justifies the means — Frank 
deserved what he got — is hard 
to refute even by Sarah, the 
20-ish philosophy major who 
spouts Wittgenstein and Anne 
Frank, and has her bookish rigid 
certainties shaken by Mickey’s 
“courage” in acting rather than 
merely theorizing. Sarah K. 
Scott is excellent as this mor- 
ally earnest quasi-ingenue who 
dearly loves her dad and coach- 
es him to defy Risa when she 
returns. Lenny’s response to 
Risa’s “Poor Frank!” is hilari- 
ous and unrepeatable in a family 
newspaper. 

Jill Vanderweit is wonder- 
fully convincing as Risa, jolted 
out of her airy smugness into 
a new appreciation of Lenny’s 
strong integrity. Her wine-satu- 
rated, self-pitying monologue is 
a mini-tour de force. 

Absolutely crucial is Bob 
Kleinberg’s very impressive, 
layered, nuanced performance 
as Lenny. It’s a real pleasure to 
watch him gradually morph from 
Prufrockian timidity into a swag- 
gering lord of the manor. Or at 
least of his Philly apartment. 

Those excellent collaborators 
Ann Lowe-Barrett (director) and 
William Powell, Jr. (producer) 
have nailed it again.
